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THE PARIS GREEN SITUATION, 


The position of paris green continues 
to be made as mysterious as possible 
by the manufacturers, who still give 
no idea of the price at which the de- 
liveries now freely making will finally 
be billed. It is stated with a good show 
of frankness, and we presume in good 
faith, that prominent member of 
the convention out firmly 
against a “high which is 
claimed to mean anything above 12 
cents. Whether the influence of this 
member would be sufficient to prevent 
a higher figure being named, if one 
should be favored by a majority of the 
concerns interested, there are no means 
of knowing, but it does not appear, 
from the action of the manufacturers 
thus far, that they are prepared to 
name as low a figure as 12 cents if the 
time for fixing the billing price can be 
deferred until late enough in the sea- 
son to avoid the chance of outside com- 
petition being encouraged to start up 
by the prospect of profitable prices. 
The manufacturers who have agreed to 
a uniform price are not in a position to 
meet the competition of any outsider 
who laid in his supply of crude ma- 
terial late in the season, most of them 
having stocked up with arsenic at 15@ 
20 per cent. above present prices, and 
this fact doubtless tends to delay the 
naming of the convention price on 
green. At the same time it is under- 
stood that the manufacturer who is 
pledged against a “high price” is actu- 
ated rather by a fear of the effect upon 
next year’s business than from any ap- 
prehension that serious competition 
would be developed at this late period 
of the present season. Experience has 
shown that a profitable year is always 
followed by increased competition the 
next season, and such a result is pre- 
dicted for next year by the conserva- 
tive manufacturers should a disposi- 
tion be shown to take advantage of any 
apparent monopoly which the manufac- 
turers in the agreement might enjoy 
this year. That they do have a prac- 
tical monopoly at the present time is 
evident from our late investigations, al- 
though we have misled during 
preceding weeks by the pretense that 
there were outside offerings of consid- 
erable magnitude. As a matter of fact

there is practically one outside concern, 
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although it controls two small plants. 
Others which had been reckoned upon 
as being in the field are evidently under 
engagement by the manufacturers in 
the agreement, and are not accepting 
orders or naming any prices at which 
they will contract to make deliveries. 
This leaves the position very clearly 
within the control of the associated 
makers, and buyers of large lots are as 
yet dependent upon them for any as- 
sured supply during the season. It is 
understood that the volume of business 
on contracts thus far this year has 
been fully up to what was looked for, 
and the heavy distributors are pretty 
well tied up, with evidently enough of 
an understanding as to what values 
will be to satisfy them with the present 
source of supply.

THE CLASSIFICATION OF ARII- 
FICLAL INDIGO. 


The statement in our Washington 
correspondence last week that the 
Treasury Department had approved of 
the action of the customs authorities at 
this port in classifying artificial indigo 
from coal tar as entitled to entry free 
of duty as indigo, has excited no little 
comment in the dyestuffs trade. The 
fact that the entry which led up to this 
decision was made by a firm which 
has been conspicuously favored in the 
custom house, and especially by the 
Board of General Appraisers, naturally 
gave rise to the suspicion that this was 
another instance of unwarranted fa- 
voritism, and this view was emphasized 
by the fact that the decision had been 
reached practically without a contest 
on the part of the importer. Initial 
classifications of entries are so general- 
ly in favor of the Government, and so 
frequently the result of appeal and 
even resort to the courts, that, under 
all the circumstances, it is not surpris- 
ing that the probability of favoritism 
should have suggested itself as the mo- 
tive of this free admission of an arti- 
cle the proper classification of which 
seemed to afford the ground for a con- 
troversy. It does not appear, from an 
investigation of the case, however, 
that it involves any intentional favorit- 
ism, or is due to any exercise of the in- 
fluence which the importers of the ar- 
ticle are known to possess. The case 
did not reach the General Appraisers, 
but was decided by the Collector and 
Appraiser at this port after conference 
with the law department of the Naval 
Office. The original classification by the 
Appraiser is understood to have placed 
the entry in the dutiable list as a coal 
tar color not specially provided for, but 
this led to a protest on the part of the 
importer and at the resulting confer- 
ence, alluded to above, the Naval Office 
took the ground that the article was 
entitled to free entry under the letter 
of the Treasury Department of March 
12, 1875 (S. S. 2, 143), which is signed by 
the then Secretary Bristow, and was 
as follows: 


Your communication of the 10th inst. is 
received, reporting on the statement of 
James Higgins, of Providence, R. I., that 
the classification affixed by you to ali- 
zarine named is free of duty in the act 
approved Feb. 8, 1875, was held to apply 
only to the article so named, derived from 

adder, and not to ‘that derived from 
coal tar. 

You state that, if approved by the De- 
partment, you will admit the identity of 
the two products, and that the term “ali- 
zarine,”’ in the act of Feb. 8, 1875, is in- 
tended to apply to the article commercial- 
ly so known, without regard to any dis- 
tinction as to its origin. 

The Department holds that the construc- 
tion of the law is not open to doubt on 
this point, and that alizarine in all forms 
should be regarded as being covered by 
the terms of the act alluded to. 

The two cases are clearly parallel, 
and the view taken by the Naval Of- 
ficer seems to be in accord with com- 
mon sense and equity. That the syn- 
thetic product is identical with the 
natural, except as to the impurities 
which the latter contains, is admitted 
by chemists, but there is less difficulty 
in distinguishing samples of the two 
indigoes than is stated by the collector 
in his letter to the Treasury Depart- 
ment. The indigo red of the natural 
product is freely soluble in alcohol, and 
affords an easy means for its identifica- 
tion, as there is no corresponding im- 
purity in the artificial, The identity 
of the indigoes, and its recognition un- 





der the Treasury decision which ap- 
plied to artificial alizarine, recalls the 
marvelous effect of the latter com- 
modity upon the dyestuffs trade, and 
its displacement of madder. 
artificial indigo is not new, and its ex- 
perimental use thus far has not ad- 
vanced it to the important place aliza- 
rine from coaltar reached comparatively 
early in its history, it is easy to foresee 
that history is likely to repeat itself 
and that the most important of all the 
remaining natural dyestuffs must in 
time give place to the developments 
which chemistry is steadily making 
from that prolific base of synthetical 
products—coal tar. A number of 
patents have been issued covering the 
manufacture of artificial indigo, and the 
objections to its use which have been 
raised by those who have experimented 
with it in the dye house thus far, are 
likely to soon disappear before the art 
of the chemists who are working in its 
production.

LEGAL INTERPRETATION OF THE 
DRAWBACK STATUTE. 


The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals has handed down a decision 
upon the appeal of the Government in 
the oil cake drawback case, which, as 
our readers will remember, 
in the Circuit Court for this district 
more than a year ago. The decision, 
with a comprehensive statement of the 
case, printed elsewhere in this 
sue. The case grew out of a claim for 
drawback upon an exportation of oil 
cake made from foreign linseed, the ex- 
porter contending that for the purposes 
of a refund the rate of duty should be 
calculated .per pound of product, while

the collector took as the basis of his 
calculation the relative value of the 
cake and oil. The lower court upheld 


the claimant, and from this decision the 
Government appealed. An incidental 
feature of the Government's contention 
upon the trial of the case was that the 
claimant was entitled to no drawback 
under the statute, since the cake was 
not a manufactured article, but a waste 
product. The decision of the Appellate 
Court disposes of this point effectually, 
by reference to previous in 
which oil cake was recognized as a 
manufactured product clearly within 
the meaning of the drawback statute, 
but it reverses the lower court as to 
the basis upon which refund should be 
calculated, and sustains the original de- 
cision of the 
value, rather

collector in making the 
than the weight of the 
several products of an imported ar- 
ticle, the basis of division. Thus, in- 
stead of a refund thirty-six fifty- 
sixths of the duty paid on a bushel of 
linseed upon the exportation of that 
proportion of the seed in the form of 
cake made therefrom, the court allows 
practically thirty-six one hundred and 
seventy-sixths, the latter being the pro- 
protionate value of the cake to the 
value of both oil and cake. This 
method of division explains the differ- 
ence between the exporters’ claim of 
$4,521, and the allowance of $1,498, made 
by the collector and confirmed by the 
Appellate Court. In reaching this de- 
cision, the court appears to be governed 
largely by the custom prevailing in the 
Treasury Department, of allowing draw 
backs upon an ad valorem rather than 
upon a specific basis. 

It goes somewhat farther, however, 
and undertakes to defend this custom 
as being equitable as well as reasonable, 
From this view there is ground for dis- 
sension. Equity demands a full con- 
sideration of circumstances affecting 
each particular article involved in the 
application of such a statute as the one 
in question, and cannot be made to de- 
pend upon “adherence to long con- 
ttinued construction” by those who are 
charged with its interpretation. While 
the principle adopted by these officials 
in determining the division of the duty 
for the purpose of refund, may be “‘rea- 
sonable” and in a large share of cases 
equitable, there are many conceivable 
eases in which it would be inequitable 
and the present case seems to us to be 
an illustrative one. The American 
crusher is compelled to depend almost 
wholly upon foreign markets for an 
outlet for practically two-thirds of the 
product of every bushel of seed he 
crushes. In those markets he meets

the competition of the foreign mills, 
and whatever adds to the cost of his 
seed as compared with theirs, or to the 
cost of getting his product to their mar- 
ket, diminishes his ability to compete 
and must be met by a sacrifice of profit. 
When the American crusher is in a po- 
sition to add arbitrarily to the price of 
oil sold to domestic consumers any dif- 
ferences with which the duties, ocean 
other charges, handicap 
him in his competition with foreign 
manufacturers, he may possibly not 
suffer by a diminution or a total waiv- 
er of the drawback. But equity to- 
wards him, towards domestic con- 
sumers, would seem to demand that the 
importance of cake in determining the 
value of oil should be considered even 
in such cases. As a matter of fact, it 
will be found that the relative value of 
the two products is largely accidental, 
Tables before us show that in a series 
of years the relative value of cake and 
oil at given periods has varied from one 
to two to one to four, while in the Eng- 
lish market at the present timethe rel- 
ative value of English made cake and 
oil is as 13 to 14. The relative value of 
the two products bears no distinct rela- 
tion to the cost of seed, as the rule, but 
even if it did the duty not being ad va- 
lorem it is clearly inequitable to base 
the refund upon anything so unstable as 
the relation which the price of the prod. 
ucts bear to one another. It is easy to 
see where the application of this time- 
honored principle of the Treasury De- 
partment might bear unequally and in- 


freights and 


or 


equitably upon the products of some 
other of the articles named in the 
court’s decision, and the principle to 


which the court commends adherence 
seems to us, in this case, at least, to be 
among those rules which are more hon- 
ored in the breach than in the observ- 
ance. 

In the decision Wheeler, 
which in part the ap- 
pellate division, the equities of the case 
appear to be more broadly considered 
than they are by the higher tribunal. 
Judge Wheeler held that the statute 
provided for drawback equal in 
amount to the duties paid on the ma- 
terial per cent. of such 
duties,” and this language seemed to 
him, as it will to most laymen, to admit 
of no other construction than that 
which the claimant applied to it. The 
intent of the statute being to free from 
duty articles manufactured for exporta- 
tion, from imported upon 
which duty had been paid, there would 
appear to be no other interpretation 
consistent with this purpose, for clearly 
the allowance by the collector 
and affirmed by the appellate division, 
does not constitute a refund of the duty 
actually paid in this instance. Doubt- 
less the will go to the Supreme 
Court on appeal by the claimants, and 
the decision of that tribunal would be 
of importance, though it may possibly 
not affect oil cake again for some years 
to come, since it is no longer entitled 
to a drawback under the tariff law.

MARCH PETROLEUM STATISTICS. 

The reports of the several pipe lines, 
giving the statistics of production and 
consumption from the principal petrole- 
um producing fields, make a stronger 
exhibit than expected, the total 
net stock above ground having de- 
creased during the month to the extent 
of over a half million barrels. While 
this may be regarded as a bull factor, 
it has had no effect on prices, and is 
not expected to have. Indeed, there are 
other features of the statistical exhibit 
which neutralize the effect of the de- 
crease in stocks. The production dur- 
ing March showed an increase of con- 
siderable half a million barrels, 
showing that as the conditions become 
favorable to the prosecution of 
field work, advantage is taken to 
hasten the completion of wells, not- 
withstanding the low price realized for 
the product. The average results of re- 
cent development operations have been 
more satisfactory, and quite a number 
of wells of large production having re- 
warded the operators during the month, 
has tended to stimulate the search for 
oil, and it is thought that a consider- 
able further increase will be shown as 
the result of the operations during the 
current month.

A well drilled at Slick Ford, Otter 
creek, in Wayne county, Ky., in 1866, 
is said to have yielded 10,000 barrels 
of oil. It was shipped out via Cumber- 
land river. 

In the Campbell’s Run development, 
in Marion County, the South Penn Oil 
Company has drilled its No, 4 I. E. 
Arnett into the Gordon, and will have 
a producer good for better than 200 
barrels a day. 

In the Hendershot pool in Wood 
county the South Penn Oil Company 


has drilled in its test on the Ruth 
Wharton farm and has a_ good pro- 
ducer. The first twenty-four hours’ 


gauge was 50 barrels natural. 


DRUG REPORTE: 


Near Crown, Farmington township, 
Clarion county, the United Natural Gas 
Company has drilled in a well on the 
David Daugherty farm that is report- 
ed good for 40 barrels a day. The oil, 
it is said, was develope. in the fifth 
sand. 


W. A. Barrett and H. H. Beers, ex- 
perienced oil refiners of Franklin, Pa., 
have closed a contract with the Govern- 
ment of Holland to go to Sumatra, East 
Indies, and take charge of an oil re- 
finery there. The men are to receive 
$200 per month in gold and passage to 
and from Sumatra. 


In 1895 some parties drilled four wells 
on Beaver creek, Ky., six miles north- 
east of the other wells. One of these 
Was found to be good for 70 barrels, an- 
other 10, another 15 barrels a day. The 
sand in these wells was found to be 72 
feet, 68 feet, 57 feet, 20 feet and 7 feet, 
respectively. The latter was the dry 
hole. 

Up to this time there has been in- 
vested in oil wells in the Texas oil 
fields by owners of the wells over $170,- 
000. This does not include the expendi- 
ture on seventeen wells now ) being 
drilled, or the money invested in rigs, 
pipe line, pumps and reservoirs, but 
simply represents the cost of completed 
wells. 


Alaska oil fields, situated on the 
coast between the mouth of the Copper 
tiver and Yakutat Bay, have attract- 
ed the attention of London capitalists 
who are interested in oil. A repre- 
sentalive of a group of British oil in- 
vestors is on his way to Alaska to 
make a personal examination of the 
new district. 

On the west side of the Campbells 
Run development, in Marion county, 
the South Penn Company has drilled its 
No. 3 on the Stiles farm and has a deep 
sand duster. The same company has 
drilled its test well on the W. N. Cun- 
ningham farm in Marion county, near 
the Wetzel county line, through the 
Gordon and has a duster. 


The drill in the wild-cat well on the 
Edens pasture, Corsicana, has entered 
a stratum of sand with a lignite indica- 
tion. A good flow of gas has been en- 
countered with a slight indication of 
oil, and the owners of the well are en- 
couraged by the indications. The well 
will be driven to the 1,300-foot level un- 
less oil] in paying quantities is struck 
short of that depth. 


The new pumping station at Corsi- 
cana is completed, and now has four- 
teen welis connected, the output of 
Which have been increased not less 
than 50 per cent. since the pumps were 
put to work. The owner is pumping 
wells at what the producers contended 
for, $25 per well a month, and there is 
no question now that the forcing of the 
output will become general at this price. 


Gradually the circle of unprofitable 
producers around the Whisky Run pool 
is being completed. Previous to drill- 
ing in the Abicht gusher much of the 
territory to the east had been = con- 
demned by light wells or gassers. A 
narrow streak leading out from the 
pool is a possible contingency in any 
new or old development, and at present 
there seems nothing better left for the 
Whisky Run pool. 


In the Corsicana (Tex.) oil field at the 
present time there are: Total number 
of wells in the field, 113; dry holes, 13; 
wells flowing, 100; wells drilling, 17; 
rigs available, 15; total daily output, 
estimated in barrels, 1,250; number of 
wells connected with pipe line, 94; wells 
pumping, 30; wells drilled in during 
past month, 21; number of men em- 
ployed in the oil field, 200; estimated 
daily pay roll, $400. 


In the Little Flint district, Doddridge 
County, Underwood & Orr No. 2, a 
deep sander, is dry, and No. 3, J. Q. 
McIntyre, is no better. The South 
Penn Company’s No. 5, McCoy, on 
Piney Fork, Wetzel County, is in and 
good for 100 barrels a day, and H. L. 
Smith No. 43 is showing for 50 barrels 
a day. On the eastern edge of Tyler 
county the same company has drilled 
in No. 3 D. M. Cunningham, and has a 
show for a Well when shot. 


In the Elk Fork pool T. N. Barnsdall 
& Co. met with a pleasing surprise at 
their No. 3 on the T. G. Hawkins farm. 
When drilled into the sand it started 
to flow at the rate of 10 barrels an hour. 
The location is 450 feet east of their No. 
2 on the same farm. It does not show 
anything but a slight extension to the 
east of developments and in a general 
way may be placed inside of defined 
limits. It is quite probable that a few 
more good wells may be found on that, 
the east side and north end of the pool. 





OBITUARY. 


Frederick Bartleet, 





Frederick Bartleet, senior partner in 
the firm of F. W. Bowyer & Bartleet, 
of London, England, died on March 27, 
at his residence, Walton-on-Thames, in 
his 66th year. Mr. Bartleet served his 
apprenticeship to the drug trade with 
Illis & Hale. After leaving them he 
spent some time in the East, visiting 
India and Egypt, and upon returning 
home, in 1867, he entered into partner- 
ship with Mr. F. W. 3owyer as a

The immediate question in this case is, 
shall the total drawback, less the 1 per 
cent. retained by the Government, be di- 
vided between the oil and the oil cake in 
proportion to their weight or their value? 
Inasmuch as the duty is imposed by 
weight, the petitioner contends that the 
drawback shall be divided by weight, The 
decision depends upon the construction 
which shall be given to a general statute, 
which has a very large class of articles 
within its scope, and therefore is an im- 
portant statute, both to the manufacturer 
and to the Government. 

When an imported material on which 
duties have been paid is manufactured 
into two separate products the statute is 
silent as to the proportion in which the 
drawback shall be divided among the re- 
spective products. A court is therefore 
permitted to adopt the construction of the

The importance of ad- 
herence to a long continued and reasona- 
ble construction of a statute by the of- 
ficers of the department, whose duty it 
has been to execute it, when the statute 
ie of an ambiguous character, has been 

















frequently commented upon by the Sw- 
preme Court ever since the case of Ed- 
wards vs. Derby, 12 Wheat. 206, in which 
the court said: ‘In the construction of 
a doubtful and ambiguous law, the co- 


temporaneous construction of those who 
were called upon to act under the law 
and were appointed to carry its provi- 
sions into effect, is entitled to very great 
respect.”’ 

The uniform construction of the Treas- 
ury Department seems to us reasonable 
and equitable to the importer and to the 
Government, The Government makes the 
point that the petitioner is not entitled 
to any drawback, because oil cake is not 
a manufactured article, but is waste. The 
Supreme Court, in Campbell vs. U. 8., su- 
pra, which was an action to recover 
drawback upon linseed oil cake, proceed- 
ed in their opinion upon the undisputed 
theory that it was a manufactured ar- 
ticle, and it has been recognized as such 
by the Treasury Department from 1861, 
whenever it was not withdrawn, by legis- 
lation, from the statute in regard to 
drawback. The article is a _ different 
thing from the tobacco scraps or tobacco 
clippings, which, in section 45, Castro, 152 
U. S. 32, were held out to be a manu- 
factured article, not being fit for use in 
the condition in which they were import- 
ed, except for a new manufacture. The 
petitioner is therefore entitled to the 
amount found due by the Collector, viz., 
$1,498.46. 

The judgment of the Circuit Court is re- 
versed, and the case is remanded to that 
court, with instructions to enter a new 
judgment for the petitioner, in accord- 
ance with this opinion and for the costs 


permitted by the act of March 3, 1887.

Probable Tariff Changes. 
Washington, April 15, 1898. 

The conferences regarding the tariff 
bill have settled three important points, 
first, that the internal revenue tax on 
beer is to be increased $1 per barrel, 
from which it is estimated that $40,000,- 
000 will be derived; second, the internal 
revenue tax on manufactured tobacco 
is to be doubled, which will net a large, 
though uncertain, amount, and third, a 
tax is to be levied upon commercial 
paper of all kinds similar to the stamp 
tax on checks which was in existence 
up to twenty-five years ago. 

Should there be no war these three 
items will net all the revenue required, 
but in the event of hostilities it is be- 
lieved by close observers both in the 
Treasury Department and in Congress 
will have to be 


that other measures 
taken to provide funds. It is calculated 
that a six months’ war with Spain 


would cost $200,000,000, or nearly three 
times the present expenditure of Spain 
in maintaining her military forces in 
the island of Cuba, which is done at a 
cost of about $6,000,000 per month. It 
would not be the expectation of the ad- 
ministration to secure concurrent reve- 
nue equal to the monthly expenditures, 
but rather to obtain in the course of 
twelve to eighteen months a sufficient 
sum to offset the entire cost of the cam- 
paign, however short or long it might 
be. 

With a view to furnishing a basis for 
a war measure the Treasury Depart- 
ment has compiled a statement showing 
the quantity and value of our imports 
in 1896, with an estimate of the duties 
that would be derived therefrom under 
the rates of the present law, in com- 
parison with the total duties that would 
probably be received should the rates 
of the war tariff of 1865 be again ap- 
plied. This statement presents some 
figures of special interest to the oil, 
paint and drug trade. 

Lead and manufactures thereof, which 
were taxed 45.14 per cent. under the war 


tariff of 1865, were imported in that 
year to the amount of $1,293,222, and 
netted the total duty of $583,799. In 1896 


these articles were imported to the 
value of $1,912,438, and bearing an aver- 
age duty of 107.6 per cent., the duties 
realized aggregated $2,059,186. The ap- 
plication of the war tariff to these goods 
would produce a revenue of only $862,- 
509, or less than one-half the amount 
that would be netted by the Dingley 
bill. 

The imports of opium in 1865 were 
valued at $668,039, and paid a duty of 
85.23 per cent. ad valorem, netting a 
total revenue of $570,368. In 1896 the 
imports were valued at $1,590,883, and 
paid a duty equivalent to 69 per cent. 
ad valorem, netting $1,106,804. Under 
the war tariff rate the revenue from 


this source would have amounted to 
$1,355,432, or an increase of about 
$250,000. 


Soda and salts to the value of $2,183,- 
630 were imported in 1865, paying a rate 
of 37.86 per cent. ad valorem, and net- 
ting a total revenue of $826,617. In 1896 
these imports were valued at $3,348,050. 
The war tariff rate applied to soda and 
salts would have produced $1,265,563, or 
a decrease of nearly $75,000. 

The imports of spices in 1865 were 
valued at $382,630, and paid an average 




















tate of duty of 289.66 -per cent. ad 
valorem, yielding a revenue of $1,108,343. 
All spices were dutiable. The imports 
of dutiable spices in 1896 amounted to 
Only $272,678, and as the rate averaged 
Only 38.5 per cent. ad valorem, the 
duties amounted to but $104,707. The 
same importations utider the war tariff 
duty would have netted $789,857, which 
is about the most notable rate of in- 
crease in the entire table as compiled 
by the department. Should a flat rate 
of 10 per cent. be levied upon the im- 
ports of all spices on the basis of the 
goods imported in 1896 the receipts 
would amount to $307,455, being based 
on imports worth $3,074,557. A rate of 
10 cents per pound, which has been 
suggested, would net $2,869,734. 


In connection with spices the Treas- 
ury experts have furnished an interest- 
ing sub-division showing the value of 
the imports of various kinds in the 
years 1865 and 1896, as follows: Cassia, 
1865, $66,081; 1896, $245,775; cloves, 1865, 
$31,599; 1896, $152,394; cinnamon, 1865, 
$5,239; 1896, $76,075; pepper, black, 1865, 
$212,450; 1896, $650,726; pepper, cayenne, 
1865, $9,694; 1896, $44,750: pimento, 1865, 
$7,035; 1896, $229,911; mustard, 1865, 
$4,690; 1896, $227,928; nutmegs, 1865, $32,- 
823; 1896, $433,389; vanilla beans, 1865, 
$13,018; 1896, $1,013,609; total, 1865, $382,- 
630; 1896, $3,074,557. 


The imports of spirits, ete., in 1865 
were valued at $2,406,438, and, paying 
an average rate of 114.32 per cent. duty, 
netted a revenue of $2,751,150. The value 
of the imports of spirits, etc., in 1896 
was $11,856,659, the average rate of duty 
being 68.83 per cent., and the total reve- 
nue $8,160,127. The war tariff rates ap- 
plied to these importations would have 
produced $13,552,161. 


The probable action of the Ways and 
Means Committee with reference to the 
present free list cannot be foreshad- 
owed, Part of the committee favors the 
raising revenue by other means thanby 
removing crude materials to the dutia- 
ble list, but Chairman Dingley has 
suggested the levying of a uniform 
duty of 10 per cent. on all articles now 
free. It is recognized that it would be 
folly to attempt to secure any revenue 
whatever by placing even moderately 
high duties on goods now free, for, 
owing to the conditions surrounding 
manufacturing enterprises in the 
United States at the present time, a 
material increase in duty would simply 
have the effect of limiting importations 
through the reductioneor cessation of 
manufacturing. A 10 per cent. duty is 
believed to be all that any important 
article now on the free list can stand, 
and in numerous cases it is conceded 
that even such a duty would be pro- 
hibitory, the temporary’ character 
of the tariff bill would be recognized, 
and operations would be suspended for 
the time being if a domestic substitute 
could not be found for the imported 
article. In many cases, too, there are 
large stocks on hand, purchased on ac- 
count of current low prices, which 
would be carefully husbanded, and 
would help in tiding over the period of 
the tariff bill. Some of the more im- 
portant items now on the free list are 
estimated to furnish the following 
amounts of duty at the rate of 10 per 
cent. ad valorem, based upon the im- 
portations of the fiscal year 1897: As- 
phaltum, crude, $39,555; bismuth, $13,989; 
acids of various kinds, $83,878; albumen, 
$17,012; alizarin and alizarin colors or 
dyes, $102,342; aniline salts, $81,288; ar- 
senic, $24,995; balsams, $8,000; chin- 
chona hark, quinine, etc., $72,601; dye 
woods, $75,000; flowers and leaves used 
as drugs in crude state, $30,000; gums 
and gum resins, $580,000; indigo, $170,- 
000; iodine, crude and resublimed, $87,- 
252; chloride of lime, $137,550; crude 
musk, $15,000; crude opium, $218,000; 
potash of various kinds, $286,000; roots 
in the crude state, $122,000; soda of 
various kinds, $280,000; crude sulphur, 
$204,000; tonqua beans, $50,000; vanilla 
beans, $88,000; fixed or expressed oils 
now free, $300,000; plaster of paris, 
$18,000; plumbago, $32,000; seeds now 
free, $80,000; sulphur ore, $68,000; tar 
and pitch, and preparations, $75,000; 
mineral waters, $60,000. 


Progress on the proprosed tariff bill 
will depend very largely upon the work 
of the Foreign Relations Committees of 
the two houses and the character of the 
measures which are reported by them. 
If the outlook fs for the early reporting 
of a declaration of war, or its equiva- 
lent, Chairman Dingley will prepare to 
present almost immediately a revenue 
measure to supply the funds which the 
President will be authorized to expend 
in carrying out the direction of Con- 
gress. The sum of $100,000,000 is men- 
tioned as likely to be appropriated as 
soon as it is determined that war is 
inevitable. It is estimated that an 
emergency tariff bill can be passed by 
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both houses and signed by the Presi- 
dent within sixty hours after its pres- 
entation in the House.

LINSEED OIL.—The stronger tenor 
of the seed market renders the more 
conservative crushers less urgent as 
sellers, and if the demand were not so 
theroughly at a standstill prices would 
be udvanced on city oil. . Many of ihe 
larger consumers are practically shut 
down, however, and the outlook for 
business is not at all encouraging. 
There is no quotable change in either 
city or Western oil, but all sorts of 
rumors are afloat as to what has been 
done covertly to meet the quotations of 
state crushers, who have named as 
low as 36c, for car lots at points near 
this city. Sales of Western here have 
been made at 37@37'%ée. in lois, and this 
inside figure is really the lowest quot- 
able price, while city remains at 39@ 
40c, It is doubtless true that at 36c. a 
good deal of oil could be sold here, and 
that quotation is apparently made 
chiefly for effect. 

COTTONSEED, CRUDE.—Under free 
buying on the part of Western refin- 
ers and packers, the market is a shade 
firmer especially as the stocks of choice 
crude become more restricted. The 
mills in the Valley which have been 
carrying their stocks are less inclined 
to release them except at figures 
which Western consumers are not yet 
ready to pay. But as the stocks of a 
choice quality become more narrow 
and a general improvement in the tal- 
low and lard markets, which now 
seem to have set in, better prices for 
cotton oil in the future are apparently 
sure to follow, unless some unforeseen 
contingency arises in the way of for- 
eign complications to upset general 
trade. The mills in the Atlantic have 
generally closed, and with few excep- 
tions have very little stock of choice 
crude unsold, for which they are ask- 
ing 15%@15%c., though considerable 
stock has been picked up during the 
week at 14%@l5c. The receipts at this 
port continue light, and for a choice 
quality 1914@20c. is readily paid, while 
off grades command 18@18¥%c. Texas 
mills are generally closed for the sea- 
son and have been selling in a small 
way at 144%@14%c., though at the close 
they were holding for more money. The 
price in the Valley ranges from 154%@ 
16%c., according to location and freight 
rate. The sales reported comprise 10 
tanks Atlantic at 14%@l5ic., 20 do, in 
the Valley at 15%c., 10 do. at léc., 5 
do. Atlantic at 15c., 100 bbls. spot at 
19%4c., and 125 bbls. off crude at 184¢c. 

REFINED.—Business has been at a 
standstill during the past week, while 
prices have remained remarkably “firm, 
considering the dullness, which seems 
to indicate that the supply of oil for 
sale is by no means large, and that it is 
certainly well held. At the close some 
demand from the Mediterranean made 
itself felt, which created a firmer feel- 
ing. There has also been some demand 
from other quarters for immediate 
shipment, induced by the fear of Euro- 
pean buyers that the impending out- 
break of war might interfere with the 
sources of supply. However well or 
poorly this opinion may be founded, it 
surely looks as if cotton oil is a good 
purchase at present prices anyway, and 
that the influences making for an im- 
provement of value are by all odds 
more powerful than those for a decline. 
During the past few days considerable 
export demand has sprung up for May- 
June, but with a decline in exchange 
and a rise in insurance rates and ocean

freights business for the moment has 
been checked, as holders of oil are more 
induced to hold than sell at prices of- 
fered. The clearing up of the tallow 
market of the surplus” stocks which 
have been depressing the grease mar- 
ket as well as cotton,oif of late, has 
imparted more strengthaéo cotton oil, 
lard and _ provisions. e latter no 
doubt is influenced more yby the large 
orders which have been booked the past 
week for Cuba. While the market may 
not be quoted materially higher, there 
is,, nevertheless, a stronger undertone, 
which is not at all influenced by the 
free offerings of dock lots which must 
be sold rather than incur the extra 
storage expenses. There is considerable 
demand for off yellow, and 22c. is freely 
bid, but offerings of this class of goods 
is unusually light. A large export busi- 
ness could be done with the Gulf ports, 
but the impossibility of obtaming 
steamers from those ports pending the 
uncertainty of war complications 
checks all business for the moment 
with those centers. Exporters are 
not inclined to take the risk 
of bringing up from those ports stocks 
in sailing vessels and reship from this 
port. The two principal holders are 
not sellers at current prices, but are 
holding to see what the future may 
bring forth; and the same policy is be- 
ing pursued by speculators who have 
considerable stocks yet unsold. More 
demand is reported for a choice quality 
of white oil, and a fair business’ has 
been done at 25c. Choice grades of 
yellow have sold recently quite largely 
for export at prices much above in com. 
parison with those obtained for ordi- 
nary grades of summer yellow. If this 
suspense was only over, whether it is 
war or not, the market would soon set- 
tle down to a basis at which not only 
a good home trade would be done, but a 
large export business as well, as stocks 
abroad are becoming absorbed and less 
talk is heard around the trade concern- 
ing the low prices at which these stocks 
have been offered. The market closes 
firmer at 22144@22\éc. for dock lots, 23c. 
for May and 23%@24c, for June. The 
sales comprise 500 barrels prime yellow 
on dock at 22c., 250 barrels do. April at 
22\%c., 250 barrels do. May at 22%c., 900 
barrels do. early May at 22%c., 1,000 
barrels do.

There are*some ex- 
port orders at 22c. for good colored off 
summer yellow, but we think they are 
mainly to cover previous short sales, 
and as this grade is very scarce it is 
probable the prime article will have 
to take its place. Prime crude has been 
very slow of offer by the mills, and as 
many are now closed down any offers 
are mostly from stocks on hand. The 
news from Washington is decidedly dis- 
quieting, and war seems inevitable, un- 
lets*Spain believes that “discretion is 
the better part of valor.”

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opened five points off on free selling by 
packers, but stiffened up later in sym- 
pathy with wheat and again closed at 
5.17%c. for May and 65.25c. for July. 
There was free selling by some of the 
packers on Thursday, and the demand 
was not strong enough to support the 
market, which closed at 5.12%c. for May 
and 5.20c. for July, a loss of five points 
for the day. Yesterday the opening 
was at 2% points off, but this was re- 
covered later and sustained throughout 
the day with a further gain of 2%c. at 
the close, which was at 5.15c. for May 
and 56.22\%c. for July. 

To-day the market opened at 5.15c. 
for May, with July at 5.22%c., but ad- 
vanced 2% points later on July. Sep- 
tember options are selling at 5.30c. 

Refined lard has been in fair demand 
at steady prices, export packages being 
quoted at 5.35@6.25c. Compound is easy 
and dull at 3%@4%c. and neutral is un- 
changed at 5%c. 

TALLOW.—The market was very dull 
until near the close, the soap trade be- 
ing in a very depressed condition and 
some of the leading makers even going 
so far as to talk of shutting down their 
plants. As a consequence, and with 
Europe out of the market at the figures 
nominally ruling here, the tone was 
drooping. On Thursday 75 hhds. were 
released to the home trade at 3%c. for 
prime city, and this sale fixed the price 
for the contract deliveries. Beyond 
this no business was reported until Fri- 
day, when an active export demand 
was developed and fully 800 hhds. prime 
city were taken at 3%c. This demand 
was mainly from Great Britain, and 
there was also some sales made of the 
edible grades at 4@4%c., as to quality. 

Trade at the outports on Friday was 
also reported active, several thousand 
tierces having changed hands at prices 
ranging from 3%c. for a strictly prime 
down to 3%c, for a choice No. 2, all for 
export. The increased foreign demand 
seems to have been stimulated mainly 
by the diminished Australian offerings 
and the decline in prices here, which 
has brought North American down to 
or slightly below the level of other 
kinds. It is possible also that the pros- 
pect of war risks has also something to 
do with hurrying purchases for prompt 
shipment. 

The Chicago market is moderately 
active at 3%c. for prime packers in 
tierces, and 3%c. for a strictly prime 
in tanks. No. 2 is quotable at 2%c. 

STEARINE.—The volume of business 
during the week has been moderate and 
offerings have increased somewhat. 
Holders of oleo still quote 4%c. for city, 
and some transactions reported at that 
during the week, although a sixteenth 
less is bid for moderate quantities at 
the close. Western oleo is not offer- 
ing. City lard is quiet at 64@6%c., 
with Western here quotable at 6c. 
Yellow grease stearine is in fair inquiry 
- and 3%c. has been paid. 

GREASES.—The market is dull under 
a falling off in the home demand, with 
Marseilles entirely out. At the same 
time prices are fairly maintained as 
yet, and we continue to quote city 
white, 3%@3%c.; yellow, 2%@3%%c.; 
brown, 24%@2%c.; bone and soap, 2%@ 
3%e. Chicago A white, 3%c.; B, 3@3\%c.

Directions for the Production of 


Celluloid Varnishes. 
BY ERWIN ANDRES. 


Varnishes which are manufactured 
with celluloid entering into their com- 
position have only of late been taken up 
by the varnish makers, but there is no 
doubt that this kind of varnish will 
be extensively employed in industry. It 
must be known that Celluloid varnishes 
are entirely colorless,, very glossy and 
firm, not subject to cracking and may 
be tinted with any desired coloring 
matter, hence they possess qualities 
which are seldom foutK combined "in 
such a degree in a. varnish, : 

The celluloid varnishes ¢am be _pro- 
duced in a very simple manner by. dis- 
solving the uncolored celluloid; for. sol- 
vent it is best to employ a mixture 
of strong alcohol or ether; the celluloid 
first swells up considerably in this fluid 
and the solution, after having been agi- 
tated diligently, is left alone, where-

upon the undissolved residue will settle 
to the bottom and the clear liquid can 
be decanted. The latter is either em- 
ployed immediately, giving a colorless, 
glossy varnish, or it is tinted as de- 
sired by the admixture of a suitable 
quantity of aniline coloring matters. 

The prices asked for celluloid at pres- 
ent being still very high, varnishes 
from this material are extremely ex- 
pensive. But these varnishes may be 
produced in a much cheaper way, by 
proceeding in the following manner: 
Place ‘‘collodion wool,” i. e., soluble py- 
roxyline, as it is used by the photog- 
raphers, in a box which can be closed 
tight and upon whose bottom is a 
dish with sulphuric acid; it is left 
in there for 36 to 48 hours, the purpose 
being to dry out the pyroxyline entire- 
ly. The dry pyroxyline is placed in a 
spacious flask and three to four times 
its weight of ether, as well as three to 
six times the weight of very strong al- 
cohol, is poured on it. After a few 
days the pyroxyline has entirely, or al- 
most entirely, dissolved, and the clear 
solution is poured into another flask. 
In the latter add to it 25 to 50 per cent. 
(of the weight of the pyroxyline origi- 
nally employed) of camphor and an 
excellent celluloid varnish will result, 
which, applied on the objects, quickly 
hardens into a completely transparent 
and highly lustrous coating. If it is de- 
sired to dilute the celluloid varnish, it 
is best to use wood spirit. 

The celluloid varnishes possess great- 
er durability than the collodion var- 
nishes and a cracking off of a somewhat 
thicker varnish coat—a circumstance 
which virtually admits the application 
of only a very thin collodion layer— 
never happens with the former. Cellu- 
laid varnish can be applied several mili- 
meters thick and the coating re- 
mains permanently coherent and firmly 
adhering to the surface. 

To color celluloid varnishes, all that 
is necessary is to dissolve any desired 
aniline dyestuff in very strong spirits 
of wine, to add a sultable quantity of 
the solution to the celluloid iacquer and 
to mix it with same by diligent shak- 
ing. The celluloid lacquers appear to 
be especially adapted for coating fine 
cardboard articles and other fancy ob- 
jects which are to exhibit a high and 
permanent gloss.—Lepziger Maler Kal.

Linseed Oil Varnishes and Oil Paints. 
BY WALTER LIPPERT. 


The author has once before subjected 
to a sharp criticism the test methods 
for varnishes and siccatives compiled 
by Amsel. A new proposition by Am- 
sel (Chem. Ztg., 1897, 69). His so-called 
“zine-white reaction’’ also meets with 
an adverse criticism. Amsel thought 
to be able to utilize the behavior of 
zinc-white to this varnish for the dis- 
tinction of rosin oil and mineral oil 
or for the detection of cotton oil in lin- 
seed oil varnishes. He states that var- 
nishes containing rosin oil will thicken 
with zinc-white tO a cheese-like mass 
within 24 hours, while those containing 
mineral oil will not, and that the pres- 
ence of cottonseed oil.in varnishes will 
also cause this solidification. Lippert 
has mixed pure manganese oxide var- 
nish with various adulterants, grinding 








it with zinc-white afterward and ob- — 


served the result after 24 hours and 
after eight days, He found that 
neither pure varnish nor: its mixtures 
with pale or dark rosin oil, colophony, 
window-glass rosin Or cottonseed oil 
thickened, but that such thickening 
took place when many free fatty acids 
were present with which the zinc oxide 
combined into zinc soaps. Copal rosin 
soaps can also cause this thickening. 
Chinese wood oil in contradistinction 
to linseed oil and hempseed oil did not 
give a paint of a working consistency, 
but transformed into a _ cheese-like 
mass. According to the extensive and 
careful;. researches published, Amsel’s 
proposition does not fulfill its purpose 
in any way and must be stricken from 
the list of analytical methods.—Zeit- 
echeift Angew Chemie.

Saturday Noon, April 16, 1898. 
While there is fully as much new 
work under way as at any time during 
the past month, there have been fewer 
wells completed during the week and 
few of these important loca- 
tions, as indicating extensions of terri- 
defining a pool, nor have any 
wells been brought in showing extra- 
ordinary production. The situation in 
other respects is clearly shown by the 
pipe line reports, which are given, with 
the usual additions for comparison, on 
another page. The large increase in de- 
liveries was somewhat unexpected, and 
consequently the decrease in stocks pre- 
sents a bullish feature which has given 
encouragement to hope for an advance 
in the price of the product. But the 
fact is apt to be overlooked that while 
the deliveries have been larger, we are 
entering upon the season when the re- 
quirements for consumption decrease, 
and it is more than likely that the de- 
liveries during April will fall consid- 
erably below those of March, while the 
runs will probably show no material 
change, unless a new pool is tapped or 
large wells brought in, in which case 
there would be an increase. All this 
tends to offset what is regarded as the 
bullish feature of the April report, and 
accounts for the failure of the market 
to respond thereto. But little business 
has been done on the Exchange, where 
the bids and offers for certificates have 
varied little from the price of credit bal- 
ances.

Corn 
opened at 34\c., and advanced steadily, 
though slowly, reaching 35%c. on Thurs- 
day, a weakening following on Friday, 
which brought the close to 34%c.

In theory the determination of the 
real specific gravity of linseed oil is but 
a simple matter. It is otherwise, how- 
ever, in practice. An operator can 
the well known Mohr’'s specific gravity 
balance provided he has had experience 
in the use of such a delicate instru- 
ment; and if not experienced in labora- 
tory determinations, he can uSe the in- 
strument called the oleometer. But 
those who have attempted to reach def- 
inite conclusions by the use of such in- 
struments know that neither Mohr’s 
specific gravity balance nor the Le- 
febre oleometer will enlighten the prac- 
tical man as to what is the real, posi- 
tive standard tin linseed oil, even at a 
given temperature.

It is essential, therefore, that we must 
first establish the fact that, when test- 
ing raw linseed oil by the oleometric 
or the areometric method at a given 
temperature, the normal linseed to be 
tested is the pure linolein, if we desire 
to get any concordant results, and by 
no means the heterogeneous mixture of 


water, mucilage, coagulum, globulin 
and linolein that exists in greater or 
less proportions in freshly pressed lin- 
seed oil. 

This being said and thoroughly di- 
gested, we will now proceed to first 
look into the matter of specific gravity 
with an oleometer of Lefebre. 

The principle on which this instru- 
ment is based is that as linseed oil is 
the heaviest of all vegetable oils ex- 


tracted from seeds or beans, excepting, 


perhaps, castor oil, any addition to it 
of a vegetable nature will reduce its 
specific gravity, i. e., 0.9350, at 59 de- 
grees Fah.; but as nothing is said as 
to the normal condition of the oil at 
the moment of the test beyond that of 
a 15 degrees C. temperature (59 degrees 
Fah.), it is doubtful if such informa- 
tion can do much toward the discovery 
of a real standard in raw linseed oil 
specific gravity, even at a given ltem- 
perature. The reason for this state- 
ment is important, and it is that as a 
discrepancy of from 6 to 9 points is 
found in the record of the very same 
instrument when used in the very same | 
oil at different stages in the separation 
of what are commonly called “foots,” 
such instrument cannot absolutely es- 
tablish beyond possibility of doubt or 
contradiction the actual, real standard

PRODUCTION OF CRUDE OLL 
The average daily production in 1897 
—about 139,000 barrels—was the largest 
in the history of the trade; but, as the 
production from flowing wells was only 


a few hundred barrels per day more 
than in 1896, the bulk of the increase 
was from pumping wells, which  in- 


creased in number about 100 during the 
year, or, rather, the number of wells 
producing in 1897 was more than 100 
greater than in 1896, so that the aver- 
age production per well was less than 
in 1896. The yzreat increase in the vol- 
ume of operations shown by statistics 
annexed must, however, result in a still 
further increase in the production this 
year, unless the territory shows more 
pronounced signs of exhaustion than 
have yet been apparent. It seems to be 
the opinion of many that the territory 
will be extended northward, as several 
pretty fair wells have ‘been obtained 
some distance north of the main body 
of the territory; notwithstanding the 
field was supposed to be well defined 
upon that side some years ago by sev- 
eral wells which were drilled to the 
depth thought necessary at that time 
without satisfactory results. At pres- 
ent, it is too early to say that these 
new wells have opened up a large body 
of territory or that they will prove an 
extension of the territory northward, 
but they may do both, and there seems 
no probability of anything but an in- 
crease in the production this year. 


SEEKING NEW TERRITORY. 
So, far, all efforts to find new fields 
in the vicinity of Baku have been un- 
successful. At Hidar-Zinda, about 50 
miles north of Baku, on the shore of 
the Caspian, three wells were started 
in 1896, having been located upon sur- 
face indications, which were remarka- 
bly good; at the end of 1897 these wells 
had all been drilled deeper than 1,000 
feet, without finding oil in paying quan- 
tities, and, although they are not yet 
abandoned, I think no one expects any 
g00d results from them. Still further 
north, between Derbent and Petrovsk, 
other wells have been drilled, and, 
while a good prospect of oil was found 
at shallow depth, deeper drilling proved 
them practically failures. South of 
Baku, about 15 miles from Poota, a well 
was drilled more than a year ago, but 
was then stopped; recently, drilling 
has been recommenced upon this well, 
and, when I last heard from it, they 
were nearly 1,200 feet deep, with no oil. 
Almost every week the Tiflis newspa- 
pers report test drilling at some place 
or other in the Caucasus; but, as they 
never report any successes from such 
drilling, I presume it is always a fail- 
ure. 
FOREIGN CAPITAL 
During the past year several very im- 
portant sales of Baku producing prop- 
erty have been made, and it is no ex- 
aggeration to say that at the present 
time more than half the total produc- 
tion is offered for sale or is covered by 
options at prices which would frighten 
an American producer. Of course, the 
market is London, and the buyers so 
far have been people with no experience 
in the business whatever; but, as they 
have floated companies with a capital 
usually about three times the amount 
paid, it is safe to say that they have 
lost nothing. These English companies 
have so far invested about $3,500,000 in 
producing property, notwithstanding 
they are compelled to hold all the prop- 
erty they buy in the name of Russian 
subjects, as a ukase of 1892 makes it 
impossible for a foreigner or Jew to 
hold oil property in the Caucasus with- 
out the permission of the Governor- 
Genera] of the Caucasus and two of the 
cabinet ministers for each piece of land 
leased or bought. It seems that these 
formalities are not so easily met, as up 
to the present none of the foreigners 
have obtained the right to hold prop- 
erty, and all the investments are held 
in the name of Russian subjects. If the 
stockholders of these companies have 
any better guaranty for their title to 
the property than the honesty of the 
Russian in whose name the property 
stands, it is not apparent to the public. 
Of course, the advent of foreign cap- 
ital has caused a remarkable advance 
in the prices asked for wells and terri-

BAKU-BATOUM PIPE LINE. 

In the report from this consulate 
upon the petroleum trade of 1896 it was 
stated that an appropriation had been 
made by the Government for the con- 
struction of a pipe line (8-inch) for re- 
fined oil from Batoum to Michailova, a 
station on the railway about 145 miles 
east of Batoum and 415 miles west of 
taku, and that it was expected that 
this line would be ready for work by 
September, 1897. Early last year the 
papers stated that a further appropria- 
tion had been made to carry the line 
about twenty miles beyond Tiflis, and 
that it was intended to eventually carry 
it through to Baku by building sections 
each year. In June last the contract 
for the tankage for the first 145 miles 
was awarded, with the provision that 
the work must be completed by Septem- 
ber. Up to the beginning of this year, 
however, the construction of the line 
had not been commenced, the delay be- 
ing undoubtedly due to the difficulties 
encountered by the Russian-American 
company, who had the contract for 
about 125 miles of pipe. This company 
commenced erecting very large iron 
works at Mariopol, on the Sea of Azof, 
several years ago, and upon getting the 
contract it imported from the United 
States a complete pipe mill, with twen- 
ty-five or thirty skilled workmen, and 
commenced making pipe as early as 
February last year, but up to August 
had not succeeded in making much pipe 
which was accepled by the Russian in- 
spectors. Tiflis newspapers stated re- 
cently that the construction of the line 
was progressing rapidly, and that it 
was expected that it would be trans- 
porting oil by the end of the summer;

| though not steadily), I believe it has 
been pretty clearly demonstrated that 
| Grosni is not at present an important 
| factor in the refined oil trade. I am 
| reliably informed that, while the crude 
| is not much heavier than the average 
Baku crude when fresh, it grows heav- 
| ier rapidly when exposed to the air, and 
that it is not possible to take more than 
| 8 to 10 per cent. illuminating distillate 
from it without leaving a residuum 
which is very inferior for fuel purposes, 
not being able to compete with Baku 
residuum. From this and the fact that, 
as far as I have been able to ascertain, 
the refinery at Grosni has not turned 
out more than one small cargo of re- 
fined for export, I am led to infer that 
the crude is now being used in its nat- 
ural state for fuel, and that refining has 
been practically abandoned.

clear away the errors which surround 
this question; errors which were partly 
unintentional, such as those resulting 
from the pardonable lack of knowledge

tation is due to the total lack of oil 
manufactured in France, but on two 
| other occasions it was not the lack of 
} sesame and ground nut oils’ that 


| obliged the soap industry to procure its 
| oils in foreign countries, but rather the 
(more or less fictitious) rise in the price 
| of these oils, Which was brought about 
by speculation and forestalling the 
market on the part of the same parties 
who are not demanding an increase in 
the enormous protective tariff which 
they are already using to a great ad- 
vantage, and which amounts to 25 to 
30 per cent. of the value of the mer- 
chandise. 
| Vegetable are now paying im- 
port duties amounting to 6 francs 

($1.16) on the 109 kilograms gross, which 
| is equal to 7.25 frances on a 100 kilogram 
net. 

There are very few industries using 
such a voluminous and comparatively 
cheap article, whose operations can be 
calculated with so much precision and 
few errors as the oil industry and

stand under what justifiable pretext 
this increase of protection can be de- 
manded if it is not to add to the facili- 
ties which already exist for forestall- 
ing the production of oil, to the great 
detriment of the boilers who are 
its principal buyers.

And when 
these speculative transactions in oil 
take place it is generally the soap 
boiler who suffers from the intrigues 
of the forestallers, aided in their 


transactions by the protective duty on

The first to try aniline for wood 
staining appears to have been a 
Frenchman, who in communicating his 
results to a scientific society com- 
plained that aniline oil only gave ordi- 


nary wood a doubtful resemblance to 
mahogany. When he used a salt of 
aniline first, and then subjected the 
wood to the action of caustic alkali, so 
as to set free aniline in the pores, he 
admits that he got a dark brown color 
very much like that of old oak, but 
when = subsequent experiments  con- 
vinced him that the alkali (caustic 
soda) would do nearly as weil without 
any aniline he renounced wood stain- 
ing as a delusive and impracticable 


pursuit. 
The substances used in staining wood 


fall in three very distinct classes. The 
first consists of the natural vegetable 
dyes, such as logwood, Brazil wood, 
turmeric, madder, dragon's blood, alka- 
net, etc. The second consists of coal- 
tar colors, and the third, which is the 


least used of the three, of mineral pig- 


ments. There are a few, however, 
among the substances Which are em- 
ployed that are not included in .the 
above classes, but the only one of any 


importance is cochineal, well known to 
be the preduct of an insect, and which 
is occasionally used for staining red 
We now proceed to give some recipes 
We propose to divide them into two 
parts, the first dealing with those in- 
tended to produce imitations of partic- 
ular woods, and the second having cun- 
cern only with those destined to dye 
a given wood some particular hue, but 
not otherwise intended to make it coun 
terfeit the timber of any particular 
tree. For the sake of convenience both 
sections are arranged in alphabetical 
order, the first according to the names 
of the wood to be imitated and the sec-

The Indian and American Resins 


of Podophyllum, 
BY EDGAR J. MILLARD. 


Since attention has been drawn to 
the larger yield of resin obtained from 
Indian podophyllum (P. emodi), it is 
not surprising that manufacturers 
have prepared it in increasing quanti- 
ties and supplied it under the name of 
podophyllin. 

A recent examination of a number of 
commercial samples obtained from 
American, German and English manu- 
facturers showed that the latter are 
sometimes supplying the product of P. 
emodi under the title of podophyllum 
resin B. P. 

Over a year ago E. Merck issued a

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warning against the use of yellowish- | 
green podophyllin, based apparently , drachm (3 C.c.) of diluted alcohol (s.g. 


upon H. J. Lohman’s remarks, adding | 
that preparations which are not per- 
fectly soluble in alcohol (1:10) and am- 
monia (1:100) should by all means be 
rejected as not conforming to the re- 
quirements of the Pharmacopoeia. If 
this was intended to distinguish the , 
resin of the Indian drug from that of 
the American it was not very useful. 
It has been repeatedly pointed out that 
color is no criterion of the purity of 
podophyllin, and it may be added that 
it is still less an indication of origin. 
Moreover, when properly prepared, the 


resin of P. emodi is perfectly soluble | 
In liquid ammonia (0:880) 


in. alcohol. 
a difference is perceptible, but the 
official resin is not wholly soluble in 
the proportion of 1 in 100. 

I have noticed that the Indian resin 
gives an orange to red color with 
strong sulphuric acid when a minute 
quantity is sprinkled on a few drops of 
the acid placed on a white surface. 
The official resin gives a yellow colora- 
tion tending to brown, according to the 
quantity used. But a more useful test 
is the following: To 6 grains (0.4 Gm)

of the resin in a test-tube add 1 
| 9.920) and 8 or 10 drops (0.5 C.c.) of so- 
lution of potash, B.P.; shake gently by 
rotating the test-tube. In the cast of 
the Indian resin, the mixture assumes 
in a few seconds a semi-solid gelatin- 
ous mass, so that the test-tube can be 
safely inverted. If this does not occur 
quickly the mixture should be heated 
until it just begins to boil, and when 
cold it will be found to have gelatin- 
ized. The official resin similarly treat- 
ed gives a dark fluid that shows no 
signs of gelatinizing even after stand- 
ing for days. 

A tincture made from the Indian 
resin can also be recognized by evap- 
orating 6 drachms (20 C.c.) to dryness 
and warming with the proportion of 
proof spirit and alkali mentioned 
above. 

Several of the American samples 
were by no means completely soluble 
in rectified spirit, and one, labeled 
“not prepared according to the official 
process,” gave a vivid red coloration 
on the addition of the alkali, but did 
not gelatinize. 

Without entering into the question of 


the relative value of the two resins, 
which is still under discussion, it is ob- 
viously improper for manufacturers to 
describe the Indian resin as podo- 
phyllum resin, B.P., and in the 
production of those miscible prep- 
arations of podophyllin which de- 
pend upon the use of an alkali it is 
probable that the Indian resin, even if

English Saccharin Litigation. 

A motion was brought before Mr. 
Justice Stirling in the Chancery Di- 
vision, London, March 29, in which the 
plaintiffs, the Saecharin Corporation, 
limited, applied for judgment under or- 
der rule 6, on admissions in the 
pleadings. Mr. Jenkin, Q. C., and Mr. 
Kirby appeared for the plaintiffs, and 
Mr. Upjohn for the defendants. Plain- 
tiffs sought a declaration from His 
Lordship that under the admissions 
that had been made they were entitled 
to be declared the owners of certain let- 
ters patent specified in their statement 
of claim, which claim is one for specific 
performance. The matter was ad- 
journed from last Wednesday to see if 
certain allegations in the defense could 
be admitted and the motion be treated 
as the trial. Mr. Jenkin said having 
regard to one paragraph in the de- 
fense he was not prepared to take the 
course suggested. The point he wished 
decided was that the covenant to assign 
the improvements of the patent was 
separable from the rest of the agree- 
ment, and that other agreements were 
irrelevant to an act for specific per- 
formance. He asked His Lordship 
whether, assuming the truth of the al- 
legations of fact, the submission con- 
tained in paragraph 15 of the defense 
disclosed a good defense in equity to 
the plaintiffs’ claim? Mr. Upjohn 
asked leave to amend his defense. His 
Lordship granted this, and intimated 
that Mr. Jenkin had better deliver his 
Chemist and Druggist.

The Position of Cardamoms. 

The heavy supplies of cardamoms, 
which for some time past have figured 
in the fortnightly drug sales, have long 
been expected to exercise a deterring 
influence on the trade, but up to this 
week's sales prices had succeeded in 
maintaining their position. In fact, in 
several instances they have registered 
an advance, in spite of the heavy cata- 
At last, however, “bulls” seem 
found it impossible to offer 
further resistance, and a decline all 
along the line was the result of yes- 
terday’s sales at the opening; closing, 
however, fully up to the previous auc- 
tions. But even this decline is far be- 
low the general expectations, which in- 
dicated a drop of about 4d. to 5d. per 
pound. The strength of the article, 
after all, appears to be greater than 
anticipated, although it is rather dif- 
ficult to trace the cause for the prevail- 
ing firmness, for wherever we look an 
abundance of stock and a plentifui sup- 
ply seem to exist. Both England and 
the Continent have purchased freely, 
the total shipments from Ceylon from 
Jan. 1, 1898, to March 8 amounting, ac- 
cording to the Price Current of the 
Ceylon Chamber of Commerce, to 81,034 
pounds, of which the United Kingdom 
has taken 52,424 pounds, Germany 22,546 
pounds, India 4,944 pounds, China 720 
pounds, and Mauritius 400 pounds. Dur- 
ing the same period in 1897 the total ex- 
ports amounted to 70,585 pounds; in 
1896 to 59,153 pounds., and in 1895 to 108,- 
890 pounds. These figures show that no 
searcity of cardamoms can possibly pre- 
vail anywhere, and it is a matter for 
congratulation therefore to perceive 
such strength and such a demand in 
our market, a strength which, we feel 
sure, would develop into a strong up- 
ward movement had we to deal with a 
normal state of affairs in India, but the 
recrudescence of the plague, the dis- 
turbance of the trade, and the riotous 
conduct of the Hindoos and Moham- 
medans resulting from its reappear- 
ance, have thrown India into an unset- 
tled state. Business having practically 
come to a dead stop in Bombay, one of 
the principal ports, if not the most im- 
portant one, in India, the interior trade 
is naturally affected, and a diminished 
demand for cardamoms is the natural 
outcome. Without the plague the 
of the drug would have at- 

a different platform  alto- 
gether, particularly fine sorts would, 
in all probability, have reached 
the prices which ruled some years ago. 
Ceylon has made gigantic strides in 
the cultivation of cardamoms since the 
tea growers have taken matters in 
hand, In every sale during the season 
we see very bold, nicely bleached and 
clipped, full flavored Ceylon descrip- 
tions which in former years rarely used 
to come into our market, and, as they 
are generally put up in sale with a 
view of being sold—i. e., without a 
limit as to price being put on them, 
they invariably meet a good trade de- 
mand. Tellicherry sorts on the other 
hand become scarce, their place being 
practically taken by Ceylon Malabar 
character descriptions. If the quantity 
offered for sale in the next sales should 
prove a moderate one, it is very proba- 
ble that an improvement in price will 
eventuate.—London Commercial Rec-
